| Personal Reminiscences of Colonel 
John Shakespeare. 


A Survivor Gives Some New Points About 
the Famous Charge of the Light Bri- 
gade—How Brave Men Walked Into 

the Jaws of Death. 


Colonel John Shakespeare, a retired 
officer of the British army, writes as fol- 
lows to the London Standard: 


The charge of “‘The Light Brigade,” | 


called ‘““‘The Six Hundred,” took place 
‘October 25, 1854, and is still a household 
memory with us, though many years 
have slipped by, and I have been asked
